These improvements in the tele- 
graph equipment will aid materially 
in the faster handling of diversion 
wires directing the movement of per- 
ishable shipments, and also in the 
handling of Pullman reservations, all 
of which plays an important part in 
the service Southern Pacific renders 
shippers and travelers. 


Fight on Termite Insect Given 
Aid of Southern Pacific 


W. H. Kirkbride, engineer of main- 
tenance of ways and structures, was

Specimens of the termites, popularly 
known as white ants, which are doing 
much damage to woodwork, are being 
sent to F. D. Mattos, manager of 
Southern Pacific’s treating plant, at 
West Oakland. A three year investi- 
gation of the insect has been launched 
under the leadership of scientists from 
the University of California.

A Vote For No. 2 On 
Ballot Will Bring 
1932 Olympiad to 
California - 


UVHETHER or not the Olympic Games 

of 1932 are to be held in Los Angeles 
may depend on the passage of Proposition 
No. 2 on the ballot at the general election 
on November 6, 

The modern Olympiad was established 
at Athens in 1896 and this is the first time 
in history that the International Committee 
has allocated the games to the United 
States. By voting in favor of the proposed 
bill and constitutional amendment, which 
provides for the sale of $1,000,000 in state 
bonds to assist in financing the great event, 
the people of California will make it possible 
for these games to be held in Los Angeles 
and will give the entire Pacific Coast oppor- 
tunity to profit by the publicity and adver- 
tising resulting from daily chronicling of 
the Olympic events throughout the world. 

Many persons are of the impression that 
the Olympic games consist only of the track 
and field events held over a period of about 
two weeks. The Olympiad, however, em- 
braces several score departments of sport, 
including more than one hundred events, 
the staging of which will be spread over a 
period of almost eight months, with some 
of the events being held in different locali- 
ties of the state. It is estimated that 15,000 
to 20,000 contestants, trainers and officials 
from this country and other nations will 
appear in the competitions. 

Executive Vice President Paul Shoup is 
one of the directors of the California Tenth 
Olympiad Association. Other Southern 
Pacific people are also working in the inter- 
ests of bringing the international event to 
the Pacific Coast.

The attendance included the various 
departments connected with the 
Southern Pacific lines at this point, at 
which time it was decided that a com- 
mittee, consisting of one man from 
each department, be chosen to form 
an employes’ committee for the pur- 
pose of encouraging and directing in- 
dividual solicitation by all employes 
of the Southern Pacific Hines at this 
point. This committee named O. L. 
Smith, cashier at the freight office, as 
chairman, and Wilbur Pate, head 
clerk at the yard office, as secretary. 
Every member of the committee in 
turn was appointed chairman of the 
committee to be organized by himself 
from the members of his own depart- 
ment, and these in turn undertook the 
organization of all men of their de- 
partment as individual solicitors. 


Miss No One 

In order to prevent duplication of 
solicitation and to insure a uniform 
method of handling so that no possi- 
ble shipper or traveler would be over- 
looked, they made a list of all ship- 
pers and receivers of freight at 
Yuma, each sub-committee having a 
weekly assignment of a certain num- 
ber of people to be solicited. 

These committees called to the at- 
tention of employes the fact that re- 
duction in force is being made neces- 
sary due to the constantly increasing 
loss of business, and that, unless the 
tide could be turned and business re- 
gained, that more reductions in the 
force would be necessary, resulting in 
loss of positions by various employes. 

Following this arrangement, a meet- 
ing was arranged with the board of 
directors of the local chamber of 
commerce and various operating and 
traffic department officers. Attention 
of the business men was called in a 
very able manner by Superintendent 
Wm. Wilson, and Assistant General 
Freight and Passenger Agent J. H. 
McClure, to the facts that the payroll 


of the Southern Pacific at Yuma had.

crease in L, C. L. shipments received 
from San Diego. There has also been 
an inerease in the number of cars of 
gasoline received by rail. And, the 
most pleasant thing of all to be made 
mention of here, is that this showing 
is continually on the increase. 

Farther, in line with our plan of 
action, the Yuma employes held a 
general mass meeting shortly after 
the organization of this general com- 
mittee, at which meeting there were 


about 110 employes in ‘attendance. . 


Addresses were made and facts and 
figures given by Superintendent Wil- 
son, Assistant General Freight and 
Passenger Agent McClure, District 
Freight Agent Lee, and others, these 
gentlemen having addressed the Cham- 
ber of Commerce on the same subject.

The’ Southern’ “Pacific: ‘Company’s 
payroll’: at: Yuma in ‘the “month of. 
June, 1928, was $85,000, and our Com- 
pany paid to Yuma County, Arizona, 
in taxes for the year 1927 a total of 
$257,235.46. 

The City of Yuma, which is the 
second agricultural city of the state, 
has an estimated population of 10,000 
people. In the Yuma grammar school 
district there. are 2000 children of 
school age, with an average daily at- 
tendance during the school year of 
1925-26 above the 1200 mark, while 
the high school attendance runs well 
over 700. 

The Southern Pacific completed 
during the early part of 1926 at 
Yuma one of the most modern and 
complete passenger stations between 
Ei Paso and Los Angeles at a cost of 
around $150,000. . This passenger sta- 
tion and grounds cover one-half a city 
block, and is located in the heart of 
the business district.

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CHAPTER XXXV 
Southern Pacific Properties in the 


Southwest: History of Arizona 
Eastern and E! Paso & South- 
western Company 


URING the yearssince Southern 

Pacifie completed its original 

main line from the Colorado 
River at Yuma, a distance of 560 
miles across Arizona and New Mexico, 
to the Rio Grande River at El Paso, 
and opened it for traflie on May 19, 
1881, there had ‘beon built, or acquired 
by 1928, additional main line trackage 
in those two states of 1771 miles. The 
greater portion of this mileage was 
included in the former properties of 
the Arizona Eastern Railroad company 
and the El Paso & Southwestern Com- 
pany. The history of these railroad 
companies forms an important chap- 
ter in the development of the South- 
west, 

The first unit of the Arizona East- 
ern system, which has been operated 
as apart of the Pacific Lines of South- 
ern Pacific since November 1924, was 
the section from Maricopa to Phoenix. 
Being located on the main Une of the 
Southern Pacific, Maricopa was the 
gateway for stage coach travel and 
freighting into the Salt River Valley 
and Phoenix. The latter city was the 
capital of Arizona, and in 1885 was a 
struggling little city of about 3000 in- 
habitants, in which the first house had 
been built fifteen years before. 

Realizing the fertility of the soil in 
the vast Salt River Valley and foresee- 
ing the possibility of great develop- 
ment in mining, cattle raising and .ag- 
riculture, N. K. Masten, and associates, 
organized the Maricopa and Phoenix 
Railroad Company“ on June 4, 1886, to 
build a line from Phoenix to Maricopa. 
The project dragged along slowly on 
account of financial difficulties and on 
October 81, 1886, the day the fran- 
chise for the right of way was to ex- 
pire, chief engineer H. R. Patrick, not 
being able to get in communication 
with Mr. Masten at San Francisco, 
took the matter in his own hands: and 
with a team of two horses, a garden

16, 1885, and sold its rights on August 16, 
1886, to. Mr. M. R. Locke. 
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plow and a small scraper, went to 
Maricopa and broke ground for the 
railroad. Mr. Masten arrived the next 
day, having been delayed by a wash- 
out, and was happy to know that Mr, 
Patrick had saved the franchise. 

Building was not interrupted from 
that time on an the first train was 
operated into Phoenix on July 4, 1887, 
where it was greeted by a big. cele~ 
bration and much rejoicing. The last 
spike had been driven the day before 
by Captain W. A. Hancock while an 
engine bell was merrily rung by Mabel 
Hancock, Serena Goodrich and Cora 
Street. 

Iron Horse at Phoenix 

“The town site of Phoenix no longer 
dangles in the web of hope deferred 
in the matter of direct railroad connec- 
tion with the world at large,” com- 
mented the editor of the Herald, “The 
iron rails are laid to our door and that 
great civilizing agent, the locomotive, 
has rolled within our gates and taken 
a look at the situation.” 

No more railroad building took place 
in the Salt River Valley until the 
Phoenix, Tempe and Mesa Railway 
Company was incorporated April 7, 
1894, for the purpose of building a 
Hine eastward from Tempe on the 
Maricopa and Phoenix road. The new 
line was built to the town of Mesa in 
1895 and Mesa station was opened in 
December of that year. This company 
and the Maricopa and Phoenix Rail- 
road Company were absorbed by the 
Maricopa & Phoenix and Salt River 
Valley Railroad Company which was 
organized December 9, 1895." 

The Phoenix and Eastern, backed 
by Santa Fe interests, was the next 
railroad company to propose a. line in 
the Salt River Valley. It was incor- 
porated August 31, 1901, with the ob- 
ject of constructing a road: from 
Phoenix to Benson, where connection 
could be had with both the Southern 
Pacific and El Paso & Southwestern, 
It was ‘later developed ‘that the com-

pany proposed to build through to El 
Paso. Construction work was started 
near Phoenix in February, 1902, and 
was completed as far as Winkelman 
during December, 1904. The exten- 
sion to Christmas was completed in 
1909 by the Arizona Eastern, 

In the meantime the Arizona East- 
ern Railroad Company had been organ- 
ized on. February 16, 1904, with plans 
to build through a portion of the same 
territory at the Phoenix and Eastern. 
It was intended to build from Yuma 
to Phoenix and thence along the Gila 
River by way of San Carlos to Clifton, 
Ariz. Another company of the same 
name was later organized in New 
Mexico to build from the Arizona~-New 
Mexico state line to Lordsburg. 

While the Phoenix and Eastern and 
Arizona Eastern were attempting to 
construct simultaneously through Gila 
Canyon there developed one of those 
“wars” that frequently featured rail-~ 
road construction in the early days. 
On the vouchers paid the contractors 
there appeared the item “Defending 
the Right of Way,” so many dollars."@ 

The conflicting interests of the two 
companies brought on protracted liti- 
gation which finally resulted in an 
agreement with the Santa Fe whereby 
the Southern Pacific acquired all the 
capital stock of the Phoenix and Bast- 
ern, From March 18, 1907, to March 
1, 1910, the road was independently 
operated under the presidency of Epes 
Randolph, after which it was operated 
under lease to the Arizona Eastern, 

Col, Randolph had previously been 
superintendent of the Yuma and Tuc- 
son. divisions of the Southern Pacific 
and following three years as vice 
president and general manager of the 
Les Angeles Railway and the ‘Pacific 
Electric Company, was sent by South- 
ern ‘Pacifie back to Arizona as presi- 
dent.and general manager of.the Ari- 
zona and Colorado -Railroad ‘and its 
connection into..Mexico,; the Cananea, 
Yaqui’ River and Pacific: Railroad .in 
Mexico, :

During 1909 the 
yond was extended to Kelton and 
Gleeson. An extension in the same 
year of 24 miles from Kelton toward 
Naco was later abandoned. 


Arizona Eastern Grows 

Headquarters of the Arizona and 
Colorado, as well as the C. Y. R. & P. 
were at first located at Naco, but in 
July, 1908, Col. Randolph’ moved his 
offices to Tucson. From the establish- 
ment of this office gradual acquisition 
of the various lines comprising the 
former Arizona Eastern company, was 
commenced. During that same year 
Southern Pacific acquired control of 
the Maricopa and Phoenix road and 
in the following year the Gila Valley, 
Globe and Northern also came under 
Col. Randolph’s supervision, On Feb- 
ruary 1, 1910, these two companies, 
together with the Arizona and Colo- 
rado, were consolidated and incorpor- 
ated in a new Arizona Eastern Rail- 
road Company. 

The line north from Bowie, on the 
main line of the Southern Pacific, was 
originally constructed by the Gila 
Valley, Globe and Northern Railroad 
company, incorporated January 24, 
1894. Taking advantage of an act 
passed by the Arizona Territorial Leg- 
islature, which provided that all rail- 
roads built within a certain period 
should be exempt from taxation for a 
term of 15 years, Wm..Garland began 
construction of this line at Bowie, on 
February 8, 1894, and pushed it north 
to Fort Thomas, a distance of 62 
miles, which point was reached May 1, 
1895, 

Many diffictllties were encountered

the terminus of the road was at Fort 
Thomas, formerly a large military en- 
campment, and at the end of that time 
the line was pushed on to the border 
of the San Carlos Indian Reservation 
where was established the small town 
of Geronimo, named after the famous 
Apache chief whose activities had left 
a trail of blood across the territory 
not many years before. After the 
final subjugation of the Apaches, 2 
remnant of the tribe was placed on 
the San Carlos reservation, lying di- 
rectly across the proposed right of 
way of the new railroad. 

Although Mr. Garland had secured 
permission from Congress to cross the 
reser vation,

teresting incidents in connection with 
early railroad building in Arizona. 

Captain Albert Meyer ‘was then In- 
dian Agent at San Carlos. Acting on 
authority of Congress he arranged for 
a conference with chiefs of the tribes 
on-October 27, 1896: A-record of the 
pow-wow, at which Mr. Garland rep- 
resented the railroad, is now in the 
archives of the Southern Pacific and 
attests to the shrewdness, yet childish 
understanding, of the Indians, Unani- 
mous consent of the Indians could not 
be had, and the matter rested until 
Lieutenant Sedgwick Rice, who suc- 
ceeded Meyer as Indian Agent, ar- 
ranged another conference at the res- 
ervation on February 8, 1898, when 
two days feasting and dancing was 
made a feature of a second pow-wow. 
President McKinley had by then ruled 
that a majority consent of the Indians 
would be sufficient. 


Indian Pow-Wow 

In addition to Agent Rice, the coun- 
cil was attended by President Garland 
and Vice President E. A. Cutter of the 
railroad; Wm. Hood, chief engineer of 
the Southern Pacific; W. O. Tuttle, a 
former Government scout; and Geo. H. 
Kelly, now state historian of Arizona. 
“Indians were already arriving at the 
agency when we reached there,” wrote 
Mr. Kelly later, “and on the day be- 
fore the council they came from every 
direetion in carts, wagons, on horse- 
back and on foot. President Garland 
provided a grand entertainment for 
the Redman, his family, his sisters 
and his cousins and his aunts. Beef, 
flour, beans, lard, sugar, coffee and 
tobaceo were given freely to the In- 
dians, Such a feast had never been 
provided for the tribe on the reserva- 
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tion. Soon the mesa was covered with 
Indians gathered: around camp fires 
where the squaws were cooking. Mon- 
day night was a scene of gaiety and 
while the older squaws continued their 
cooking, the younger ones, with ‘the 
Indian bucks, danced to tom-tom mu- 
sic provided by a number of older men 
beating on raw-hide stretched over tin 
pans, The squaws chose their own 
partners for the dancing. This con- 
tinued until near daylight Tuesday 
morning. 

“Another ‘ration’ of good things was 
distributed by President Garland Tues- 
day noon, and in the afternoon all 
arrangements were made for taking 
the vote on the proposition to grant 
the railroad a right of way. Through 
his interpreters Lieutenant Rice ex- 
plained the proposition and several 
tribal chiefs spoke. Among these were 
Chil-choo-ana, chief of the Tonto tribe; 
Saba Mucha, Antonio Nal-Goda and 
Bylish. The latter was regarded as 
one of the shrewdest Indians on the 
reservation and did most of the talk- 
ing. He told of trips he and Chil- 
choo-ana had made to Washington 
where he saw a great mill which 
ground out money by the bushel and 
said he did not think money was 
searce with the white men. After 
considerable talk the various chiefs 
marched their tribes in front of the 
council table where they answered in 
response to the call of their names, 
The voting lasted for two hours and 
of all present there was only one dis- 
senting vote.” 


Given Free Rides 

Immediately after the voting Lieu- 
tenant Rice called the chiefs into coun- 
cil with President Garland to fix the 
price to be paid for the right of way. 
The amount was finally set at $8000 
with the understanding that the In- 
dians were to receive, in addition to 
the tribal money, pay for all improved 
land taken and for any damages to 
buildings, fences, roads and ditches. 
The Indians were also given the priv- 
ilege of riding free over the road for 
a period of thirty years, 

Construction on the road north from 
Geronimo was resumed at once and on 
December 1, 1898, almost five years 
after work had started at Bowie, the 
first mixed passenger and freight 
train rolled in to Globe, then a strug- 
gling mining and cow camp whose 
size and known resources gave prom- 
ise of but meagre reward for the 
money expended and hardships under- 
gone in building the read. Equipment 
of the road consisted of two well-used 
locomotives, a few passenger © and 
freight cars and a rickety caboose. A 
foreman and five section men looked 
after maintenance. There were ‘four 
station agents,-a train crew and -a 
very small “executive” ‘office’ staff. 
Fuel for -the ‘locomotives : was -furn- 
ished by mesquite wood gathered from 
the desert, 

President. Garland -gave~a..banquet 
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in Globe on December 8, 1898, to which 
he ‘invited ‘his - entire ‘railroad’ family. 
of thirty persons, at ‘which: time co: 
pletion of ‘the road was ‘celebrated “in . 
a fitting.-manner.’* “Another’.celebra- 
tion was held: on’ February -16, “1899, 
when -an ‘excursion -of' Pacific ‘Coast 
business men reached Globe-and joined 
in the ceremonies of drivii ig a-Golden 
Spike by Miss Maud Kenyon.”a 


Business handled ‘onthe road was 
very small. and the ‘original owners 
were not able to pay-off the indebted- 
ness incurred with .Southern Pacific 
for material and equipment. As stated 
before the road was obtained by E. H. 
Harriman for the Southern Pacific 
came under the control ‘of the Arizona 
Eastern in the summer-of 1904. The 
line was extended to the newly estab- 
lished mining camp of Miami in the 
fall of 1909 and to Live Oak and In- 
spiration in 1918. Other spur lines 
have been built to various minés in 
the district. 


A nineteen mile section of the orig- 
inal line starting about twelve miles 
west of Geronimo, was relocated on 
higher ground during 1928, because 
of the coitstruction of Coolidge Dam 
which will form the artificial Lake 
San Carlos in the Gila River. 

Other construction of the Arizona 
Eastern in Arizona included the 
branch from Phoenix to the Hassa- 
yampa, built in 1910; the line from 
Chandler Junction to Casaba, built in 
1911; and the branch from Avondale 
to Litchfield built in 1920, It was the 
extension of these branch lines from 
Picacho to Pozo Junction, south of 
Chandler, and from Hassayampa_ to 
Wellton, which work was completed 
during July, 1926, that has given the 
Southern Pacific a second main line 
almost entirely across Arizona and 
New Mexico.

Mexico Connections 

The New Mexico and “Arizona Road 
was operated for about three years by 
the same organization that :had han- 
dled it for the Santa Fe, and during 
1900 it became a portion of the Tuc- 
son Division of the Southern Pacific. 
The Sonora Railway was operated as 
@ separate unit until 1912, or after 
completion of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad of Mexico. 

The other Arizona connection of the 
Southern Pacifie of Mexico between 
Nogales and Tucson, is a part of the 
former Tueson and Nogales Railroad 
Company incorporated November 8, 
1909. The nucleus of this-road was 
formed by the Twin ‘Buttes Railroad 
Company, incorporated September 23, 
1904, which had built a line from 
Twin Buttes via Sahuarita to Tueson 
and opened ‘it for traffic in July, 1906. 
Southern Pacific purchased ‘the por- 
tion of this line from Tueson to Sahua- 
rita April 18, 1910.

Construction work on this line had 
started-in November, 1888, and was 
finished in May the following year 
when the 86 mile road was opened far 
traffic hauling ore and produce from 
the Copper Queen mine at Bisbee to 
a connection with the line of the New 
Mexico and Arizona (Sonora railway) 
at Fairbank. Extension on the road 
north from Fairbank was started in 
July, 1894, and the road was opened 
January 1, 1895, to connection with 
the Southern Pacific main line at 
Benson. 

When. the mines at Bisbee reached 
the producing stage all freight had to 
be hauled from the railroad at Benson 
up the San Pedro valley. Dr. Jas. 
Douglas, .president of the Phelps 
Dodge syndicate, is said to have urged 
President Nickerson of the Santa Fe 
to éxtend the latter road, then built 
to Deming down through Bisbee and 
thence into Sonora, but Nickerson pre- 
ferred the extension of his line from 
Benson, having acquired trackage 
rights over the Southern Pacific be- 
tween Deming and Benson. The an- 
swer of the Phelps Dodge people was 
to launch their own railroad after 
rejecting a proposal for a narrow 
gauge line to be built over the moun- 
tains from Fairbank to Bisbee." Fair- 
bank had become the station for Bis- 
bee when the Arizona and New Mexico 
connection of the Sonora Railroad 
reached that point in 1882. Freight 
was hauled over the mountains at con- 
siderable cost to mining interests in 
the Bisbee district. 

Lines Extended 

Under the stimulus of improved 
transportation facilities the Phelps 
Dodge company ‘bought various min- 
ing ‘claims ‘adjacent ‘to :the Bisbee -dis- 
‘trict. These properties quickly -devel- 
oped into rich: and ‘productive copper 
mines, -necéssitating. ‘the construction 
of smelters at Bisbee and ‘subsequently

road and to continue railroad building 
for Phelps, Dodge & Company. The 
name of the company was changed to 
El Paso & Southwestern Railroad 
Company on June 25, 1901, and on 
June 80, 1903, a through line was 
placed in operation from Benson via 
Fairbank and Douglas to El Paso, 
Texas, Building on this line was 
started during’ the summer of 1901, 
with construction forces working 
northeast from ‘Douglas and south- 
west from Deming. The Deming to 
Hermanas section was opened for 
traffic December 31, 1901, and the line 
through to Douglas was operated June 
30, 1902. In the meantime construc- 
tion was in progress from Hermanas 
east and was in operation to the state 
line at El Paso on the Rio Grande 
River in June,‘ 1903. 

The branch line from Lordsburg to 
Clifton was originally built by the 
Arizona Copper'Company as a narrow 
gauge road and ‘opened for traffic on 
January 1, 1884. Under the name of 
the Arizona and New Mexico Railway 
the mining company ‘reconstructed its 
Hine“to standard ‘gauge .and ‘extended 
the road from ‘Lordsburg to connection 
with the El ‘Paso’& Southwestern at 
Hachita, opening the-road to ‘traffic on 
January 1,.1903. “During :1920 the El 
Paso '& Southwestern ‘purchased the 
mining ‘and: railroad ‘properties.of the 
Arizona “Copper Company.”

Change Old Line 

The grades of the original main 
line of the El Paso & Southwestern 
entering Bisbee were later found to be 
too heavy for econemie operation. 
This resulted in relocation and recon- 
struction of the main line from Lewis 
Springs through Naco and Osborn to 
Forrest Junction, passing within eight 
miles to the south of Bisbee. The 
work was carried on during 1903 and 
1904, involving the construction of 
about 38 miles and abandonment, er 
other disposition of 38 miles of the 
old mine, The line from Don Luis to 
Osborn was completed December 81, 
1908; the branch from Fairbank to 
Tombstone on June 80, 1903; from 
Douglas to Courtland on June 20, 
1909; and from Lewis Springs to Fort 
Huachuca on June 16, 1918. A branch 
from Burro Mountain Junction to Ty- 
rone was put in operation February 
8, 1914, by the Burro Mountain Rail- 
road Company. Connection was made 
at Burro Mountain Junction with the 
Santa’ Fe ‘branch. to Deming, ‘used 
jointly with ‘the Southern Pacific. 
- The -mainstem of. the El. Paso & 
‘Southwestern was ‘extended from Fair- 
bank'to Tucson during 1911 and 1912, 
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and was open for traffic to that city 
on November 25; 1912. Me 

That portion of the former El Paso 
& Southwestern line from El Pasé 
north to Tucumcari and Dawson, which 
is now a part of the Southern Pacifie’s 
Golden State Route, was built by a 
number of separate companies. In 
1897, the construction of the El Paso 
& Northeastern Railroad, El Paso & 
Northeastern Railway and El Paso 
& Rock Island Railway was begun by 
a syndicate fostered by Chas. R. Eddy 
which, upon its completion in Febru- 
ary, 1902, extended from El Paso, 
Texas, to a connection with the Rock 
Island lines on the Pecos River at 
Santa Rosa, New Mexico. Acquiring 
by lease that portion of the Rock Is- 
land lines from Santa Rosa to Tucum- 
eari, the Eddy interests built, under 
the name of the Dawson Railway, a 
line from Tucumcari to the coal fields 
of Dawson, which was open for traffic 
January 31, 1903. 

During 1905, Phelps, Dodge & Co. 
purchased the entire railway and coal 
properties of the Eddy syndicate, The 
branch from Alamogordo to Russia 
was placed in service July 31, 1905, 
about seven years after the first ex- 
tension of this branch to Toboggan 
had been placed in service, The branch 
from Carrizozo to Capitan was com- 
pleted in October, 1899,

ten inches-in diameter. 
Mr, -Nourse’s collection::of dahlia 
tubers was started many. years ago 


-and were selected from ‘the finest vari- 


eties ‘obtainable. A careful selection 
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was made of those producing the 
finest blooms with regard to color, 
size, and petalage, discarding those 
not measuring up to a required stan- 
dard. After many years of exacting 
patience, Mr. Nourse has adopted 
twenty-five varieties of dahlias pro- 
ducing blooms that are a joy to behold; 
all being raised in a plot of ground 
twenty feet square. Mr. Nourse 
states that to obtain success in grow- 
ing dahlias, they have to be humored 
and petted like a spoiled flapper and 
will respond marvelously to good 
treatment.

You do not give us your height, so 
that the possibility of overweight is 
not to be commented upon. 

Constipation and insomnia are both 
bad habits.. For the treatment of one 
you are referred to the Bulletin which 
contained the article on constipation; 
and I advise that you eat an abun- 
dance of cooked fruit and vegetables. 
The mineral oil which you asked 
about is a valuable help for constipa- 
tion, and if you prefer not to-get too 
stout, it can be added to salad instead 
of sweet oil. A light evening meal is 
always good for insomnia, as well as 
prolonged warm baths of body tem- 
perature. Naturally one does not 
want to carry around waste material 
that should be gotten rid of. 

Enemas and colon flushing makes 
constipation worse. .We do not ap- 
prove of these “colon filling stations” 
that have found such popularity 
through advertising.

You give a very accurate descrip- 
tion of a form of angina pectoris 
which is probably due, in your case, 
to the change in the blood vessels in- 
cident to age and affecting, in ‘your 
case, chiefly your heart. 

Attacks should be met immediately 
by the use of nitro-glycerin, You 
should carry the bottle in your pocket 
and take two drops the moment you 
feel the sensation. If you are over- 
stout, you should cut down your diet 
at least one-third and confine your- 
self to Column One of the diet card, 
which we enclose. Attacks come more 
commonly after full meals. A good 
deal can be done for such cases by 
the persistent use of a medicine the 
name of which is diuretin, which is 
theobromin sodium salicylate, in five 
to ten grain doses three times a day 
after meals, taken in capsule form 
with plenty of water. This medicine 
should lessen the tendency to attack. 

Let us know some time what your 
blood pressure is and your weight, 
and a little more about your general 
condition and we will write you direct 
as to further procedure,

Psoriasis is-a -very common chronic 


skin disease. The exact cause ‘of the 
eruption is not known. : It‘ is -often 
spoken of as a skin disease of healthy 
people for-as a rule only individuals 
in good health have it.. It does not 
generally itch or cause any discomfort 
to the patient. It is, however, a source 
of considerable embarrassment to in- 
dividuals who have. to -work :-with 
sleeves rolled up or to those who wish 
te go swimming, etc. 

All patients with the disease should 
be frankly told that it cannot be per- 
manently cured. Once it is cleared 
up, it invariably. recurs—sometimes in 
a few months—occasionally not for a 
few years. No matter how extensive 
the eruption may be, it can almost 
always be cleared up with proper local 
applications, sometimes. supplemented 
with internal medication or X-ray 
therapy, etc. Once it is clear, the 
patient can generally keep it that way 
if he will immediately start treatment 
when a new spot appears. 

Most patients with psoriasis ulti- 
mately become reconciled to the -fact 
that they may always have some evi- 
dence. of the disease. They should 
not spend their lives and money worry- 
ing about it and trying to effect a-per- 
manent cure, 

Sometime when you find it conve- 
nient you should come to San Fran- 
cisco and let our Dermatologist (skin 
specialist) examine you and outline.a 
course of treatment for your indivi- 
dual case.
